Amendments to the Claims: 

Claims 1-13 and 33-40 were pending at the time of the Office Action, 

Claims 14-32 were previously withdrawn. 

Claims 1 and 33 are amended. 

Claims 1-13 and 33-40 remain pending. 

1. (Currently Amended) A clamp for holding an item to an electrically conductive 
structure, the clamp comprising: 

a strap having structural strength and bemg configured adapted to receive and hold the 
item, said strap being electrically conductive and having an inner surface proximate the item and 
an outer surface opposite the inner surface ; 

a fastener operatively coupled to said strap and configured adapted to secure said strap to 
the structure; 

a cushion disposed over at least a portion of said strap, said cushion having a first portion 
disposed on the inner surface of the strap and at least one wing member extending laterally 
outwardly from tlie first portion around a lateral edge of the strap and covering at least a portion 
of the outer surface of the strap, the cusliion being configured adapted to at least partially isolate 
tiie item firom shock and vibration transmitted through said strap; and 

a conductive material coupled to at least at a portion of an umer surface of said cushion 
and configured adapted to be positionable proximate the item, said conductive material being 
electrically coupled to said strap. 

2. (0riginal) The clamp of Claim 1, wherein said strap comprises an electiically 
conductive material. 
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3 .(Original) Hie clamp of Claim 2, wherein said strap is constructed with metal. 



4. (0rigmal) Hie clamp of Claim 3, wherein said cushion includes rubber. 

5. (Original) The clamp of Claim 1, wherein said cushion includes an interior surface 
and wherein said conductive material comprises a metallic strip coupled to said interior surface 
of said cushion. 

6. (0riginal) The clamp of Claim 5, wherein said strap includes a securement portion 
configured to receive said fastener, said metalUc strip bemg electrically coupled to said strap. 

7. (0riginal) The clamp of Claim 1, wherein said cushion includes an interior surface 
and wherein said conductive material comprises metallic stitching within said cushion, at least a 
portion of said stitching being exposed to the interior surface of said cushion. 

8. (Original) The clamp of Claim 1, wherein said conductive material comprises a metal 
impregnated cushion. 

9. (0rigiiial) The clamp of Claim 8, wherein said cushion comprises rubber. 

10. (Original) The clamp of Claim 1, wherein said strap is formed into a "P" 

shape. 

11. (Original) The clamp of Claim 1, wherein said strap includes two parts 
coupled together to encurcle the item. 
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12. (Original) The clamp of Claim 11, wherein said strap is formed into a "D" 

shape. 



13. (Original) The clamp of Claim 12, wherein said cushion is secured to said 
two parts. 

14. (Witlidrawn) A holder for holding an electrically conductive object to a 
structure, the holder comprising: 

a cushion material arranged to contact the object on one side thereof; and 
an electrically conductive material coupled to said cusliion material and having at least a 
portion thereof on the side of said cushion for contact witli the object, said electrically 
conductive material being arranged for electrical connectivity to the structure. 

15. (Withdrawn) The holder of Claim 14, further comprising a bracket to 
which said cushion material is secured, said bracket providing structure to hold said object. 

16. (Withdrawn) The holder of Claun 15, further comprising a fastener 
coupled to said bracket and securable to the structure. 

17. (Withdrawn) The holder of Claim 16, wherein said strap is electrically 
coupled to said conductive material. 

18. (Withdrawn) Tlie holder of Claim 16, wherein said bracket comprises a 
clamp, said cushion material being disposed within said clamp, said cushion material arranged to 
be at least partially disposed between the object and the clamp.

22. (Withdrawn) The holder of Claim 14, wherein said electrically 
conductive material comprises metalUc threads at least partially disposed within said ciishion. 

23. (Withdrawn) The holder of Claim 14, wherein said electrically 
conductive material comprises a strip of metal disposed on the side of said cushion material for 
contact with the object. 

24. (Withdrawn) Tlie holder of Claim 14, wherein said electrically 
conductive material comprises thin metal wire embedded in said cushion material. 

25. (Witlidrawn) The holder of Claim 14, where said electrically conductive 
material comprises a metal impregnated cushion material. 

26. (Withdrawn) The holder of Claim 24, wherein said metal wire contacts 
the object when said cushion material is at least partially compressed. 
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27. (Witlidrawn) An aircraft, comprising: 
a fiiselage operatively coupled to an airframe; 

a propulsion system operatively coupled to the airframe; 
an electrically conductive conduit disposed within the ftiselage; and 
at least one clamp operatively coupled to the conduit and secured to a portion of the 
airframe, the clamp comprising: 

a strap member at least partially disposed about the conduit; 

a fastener operatively coupled to said strap and to the portion of tiie airframe, said strap 
being electrically conductive; 

a cushion disposed over at least a portion of said strap and disposed between tlie strap and 
the conduit, said cusMon being adapted to at least partially isolate the conduit from shock and 
vibration transmitted through said strap; and 

a conductive member coupled to at least at a portion of said cushion and engaged with the 
conduit, said conductive member being electrically coupled to said strap. 

28. (Withdrawn) The aircraft of Claim 27, wherein said strap comprises an 
electrically conductive material. 

29. (Withdrawn) The aircraft of Claim 27, wherein said cushion includes an interior 
surface and wherein said conductive material comprises a metallic strip coupled to said interior 
surface of said cushion. 
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30. (Withdrawn) The aircraft of Claim 27, wherein said cushion includes an interior 
surface and wherein said conductive material comprises metallic stitching within said cushion, at 
least a portion of said stitching being exposed to the interior surface of said cushion. 

31. (Withdrawn) The aircraft of Claim 27, wherein said conductive material 
comprises embedded thin wire within said cusMon. 

32. (Withdrawn) The aircraft of Claim 27, wherein said conductive material 
comprises metal impregnated cushion material. 

33. (Currently Amended) A method of securmg an item to an electrically conductive 
structure, comprising: 

coupling a conductive material to a cusliioning material; 

securing the cushioning material to an elongate strap having an inner surface proximate 
the item and an outer surface opposite from the inner surface, at least a portion of the strap being 
conductive, the conductive material being coupled to the conductive portion of the strap , the 
cushioning material havuie a first portion disposed on the imier surface of the strap and at least 
one wing member extending laterallv outwardly from the first portion around a lateral edge of 
the strap and covering at least a portion of the outer surface of the strap ; 

at least partially encircling the item to be secured by the elongate strap, the cushioning 
material being placed between the elongate strap and the item, the conductive material contacting 
the item; and 

fastening the elongate strap to the structure with a fastener, the conductive portion of the 
strap contacting the conductive structure. 
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34. (Original) The method of Claim 33, wherein coupling a conductive material 
to a cushioning material comprises securing a metallic strip to an inner surface of the cushioning 
material. 

35. (Original) The method of Claim 33, wherein coupling a conductive material 
to a cushioning material comprises stitching a metallic material into the cushioning material. 

36. (Original) The method of Claim 33, wherein coupling a conductive material 
to a cushioning material comprises embedding a thin wire into the cushioning material. 

37. (Original) The method of Claim 33, wherein coupling a conductive material 
to a cushioning material comprises metal impregnating a cushioning material. 

38. (Original) The method of Claim 33, wherein the elongate strap forms a 

clamp, 

39. (Original) The method of Claim 38, wherein the clamp is formed from a 
metallic band. 

40. (Original) The metliod of Claim 39, wherein the conductive material contacts 
the metal band. 
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
